While Colonel Roosevelt's lead in 
Cook county was on a basis of ap- 
proximately 8 to 5 over Taft, returns 
from out in the state indicate he ran 
strenger there, in places as high as 
5 to 1, bringing the.estimated aver- 
age to 5 to 2. 

Champ Clark's candidacy met just 
the opposite results. In Chicago his 
apparent majority, based on more than 
three-fourths of the total number of 
precincts, wag above 90,000 or on a 
proportion of about 4 to 1 over Wil- 
son. In the state precincts his lead 
was in a proportion of about 8 to 5, 
making the general proportion as in-

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Taft's Man Explains. 

A statement issued by Frank L. 
Smith, manager of the Illinois head- 
avarters of the national Taft bureau, 
-attributed the success of Colonel 
Roosevelt to thé fact that “Roosevelt's 
candidacy in the state had been pro- 
moted for months, while the activel 
campaign for the renomination of 
President Taft has been under way for 
only four or five weeks.”

Big Golden Gate Embankment 


Just North of Memphis 


Has Given Away, 


RICH FARMS OF ARKANSAS 
: SUBMERGED BY THE WATER 


Fully 500,000 Acres Turned 
_Into Muddy Sea Below 
Memphis the River Is Rising 
and Brave Fight Is Being 
Made to Save the Missis- 
sippi Plantations. 


The yellow torrent of the Missis- 
sippi river, rushing southward Tues- 
day tore another great gash in the 
‘dikes guarding the fertile acres of 
ithe valley. The crevasse occurred 
sixty miles north of Memphis, in te 
‘embankment that held the stream 
' off the central part of St. Francis 
‘levee territory in Arkansas. 
| This new breach that had seemed 
imminent for a week or more simply 
adds to the great flood reach in Worth- 
east Arkansas. Already part of the 
district had been inundated because 
of a break fifty miles below the Gold- 
en Lake crevasse. Apparently there 
‘will be no life loss. Nevertheless, 
‘this cannot be determined for many 
days, or until rescue boats have pa- 
trolled the desolate acres of the 
flooded territory. 

Tremendous Suffering. 


In the fastnesses of the northeast 
Arkansas country are _ settlements 
that.-the outside world rarely ever 
hears of.

The situation in the river’s reaches 
south of Memphis seemed unchanged 
in the last twelve hours, up to 10 
o'clock last night. Revetments guara- 
ing the great delta and Yazoo dis- 
tricts have hed firm. The crucial 
point in the fight was at Greenvine, 
north of Vicksburg. Here the flood 
water threatened to top the levee at 
any moment.

Memphis, Tenn., April 
1,700 and 2,000 square miles,

No loss of life has occurred, so far 
as was known: here tonight. Tele- 
Phone lines to Marked Tree and Wil- 
son were down, but those acquainted 
With the territory express hope that 
all the inhabitants are safe. The dam- 
age will run into millions. Thousands 
of head of live stock perished. Hun- 
dreds of farmers probably will suffer 
loss of household goods, houses, barns 
or farm implements. Townspeople are 
certain to be heavy losers. Boats bear- 
ing rescue parties already are in the 
parts of the flooded area nearest Mem- 
phis. Relief parties have also been 
organized and dispatched from Osce- 
ola, Ark., and other towns near the 
edge of the northern part of the inland 
sea formed by the water. 

Seme Cheering News.

THE NATIONAL DRAINAGE CONGRESS. 


loday the National Drainage Congress assembles in New Or- 
leans to discuss ways and means whereby government aid may be 
enlisted in reclaiming swamp areas, and other projects of similar 
nature. State Geologist S. W. McCallie heads the Georgia dele- 
gation, being accompanied by State Entomologist FE. Lee Worsham, 
who is also president of the Southern Conservation Congress, nec- 
essarily allied in interest with the program of the drainage con- 
gress. Georgia should feel a special concern in the proceedings ot 
the body at New Orleans, since this state has the second largest 
swamp area on the Atlantic seaboard, being exceeded by Florida 
only. 

The reclamation of 


, 


swamp lands equals in importance the re- 
clamation and irrigation of the arid areas in the west, to which the 
government has devoted so much money and attention. In the one 
instance it is a case of agricultural assets being held in abeyance 
by too little water—in the other by too much. In either case, the 
result is the same. Millions of acres of the most fertile potential 
description are withheld from cultivation. If it is the duty of the 
covernment to intervene actively and sympathetically in the one in- 
stance, its function in the other is no less apparent and imperative. 

For example, if in Georgia alone the tracts now wholly or 
partially inundated were reclaimed, not only would the wealth of 
the state be wonderfully enhanced, but its health also materially 
improved by removing one of the sources most prolific in breeding 
and spreading disease.

It has appropriated for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors since 1875 the sum of $592,395,160, which does not include $16,580,- 
614 appropriated for levees along the Mississippi river. It is spending $400, - 
600,000 in the construction of the Panama canal. It has appropriated $5,000,000 
for building roads in Porto Rice and the Philippines, and more than $3,090,000 
for roads in Aiaska and the Canal Zone... For building roads outside of military 
reservations and national cemeteries in the United States the appropriations 
made by the federal government since 1838 are*represented by a row of ciphers. 
Every purpose mentioned above for which federal funds and property have been 
expended relates to transportation.

our insular possessions, military reservations and cemeteries. The 
rest of the country, its hundreds of thousands of miles of unim- 
proved roads choking development and elevating the cost of living, 
can go hang for all the comfort it gets from the federal treasury. 

Every food item, every commodity sold in America, pays, by 
necessity and in some form, a primary tax to the highway. The 
logic that overlooks this fact, that lavishes a billion on waterways 
and grudges hundreds to highways, is not logic at all—it is an in- 
sane perversion of economics, the cost of which 1s saddled upon 
every American citizen. 

The Swanson bill, which Senator Owen was so vigorously 
supporting, ought to go through without a dissenting voice. Our 
one argument against it is that only twenty and not forty millions 
a vear is specified. 
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PEACHES AND UNIFORM MEASURES. 


Through the intervention of A. M. Kitchen, of Baldwin, repre- 
senting the Georgia Fruit Exchange, New York’s commissioner of 
weights and measures will not this year interfere with the six- 
basket peach crate in which it is customary to ship the crop from 
this state. The New York legal requirement is that the basket be 
made the standard four quarts. Mr. Kitchen, however, represented 
to Commissioner Walsh that since the crates for the present sea- 
son had all been made and paid for it would inflict a hardship upon 
the Georgia growers to enforce the prevailing regulation. The com- 
missioner agreed to remit the ruling for the approaching season, but 
served warning that next year compliance must be observed as 
regards the state statute. 

Writing from the east, Mr. Kitchen calls our attention to the 
fact that Governor Dix, of New York, has just signed a bill which 
inakes even more stringent the weights and measures law. Evi- 
dence adduced before the commission appointed to investigate the 
subject disclosed that widespread frauds had been practiced upon 
the public through the sale of goods in packages marked one weight 
but showing on the scales a decided difference. The new law de- 
crees that most articles must be sold by weight only, provides heavy 
penalties for misbranding and institutes generally a uniform sys- 
tem of both weights and measures. ' 

It would. be well if the general assembly of Georgia, at its forth- 
coming session, took cognizance of the New York reform and en- 
acted an approximate one for this state. Living is high enough as 
it is, without being complicated by the purchaser being deceived 
into accepting less than that for which he pays. 
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AN EXCELLENT FARMERS’ BILL. 


Representatives Wickliffe, of (Louisiana, and Beall, of Texas, 
are joint authors of'a bill providing for a bureau of markets in the 
department of agriculture. The innovation is an excellent one. It 
specifies that a director be appointed by the president.

UNIFORM BANK NOTE 
WANTED BY MAC VEAGH 


Washington, April 9.—Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh will recom- 
mend to congress soon that the paper 
money of the United States be substan- 
tially reduced in size and every de- 
nomination made uniform in design. 

It is contemplated to make all notes 
6 by 2% inches, a reduction of one- 
third in size, the present dimensions 
being 7.28 by 3.04 inches, The pro- 
posed plan would reduce the number 
of designs for United States notes 
and gold and silver certificates from 
19 to 9% Mr, MacVeagh estimates that 
the changes would result in a saving 
of more than $600,000 annually. 

The secretary of the treasury could 
make the innovations with respect to 
the United States notes and certificates 
without congressional assent, but it re- 
quires legislative authority to change 
the design of the national bank note. 

A uniform national bank note in- 
stead of the multiplicity of designs 
now-in use by the 7,000 banks will be 
proposed. The name or a number des- 
ignating each individual bank, it Is 
said, could be printed on the notes 
by a process separate from the en- 
graving of the plates. 


REDUCTION IN GARRISON 
FOR THE PANAMA CANAL 


Washington, April 9—A big reduc- 
tion.in the garrison for the Panama 
canal is shown in additional estimates 
for construction of quarters, store- 
house, barracks and other institutions 
for the permanent housing of the isth- 
mian army, which were submitted to 
congress today by the secretary of 
war. The estinfates ask an appropria- 
tion of $3,587,500. The original plans 
contemplated four regiments of infan- 
try, one of cavalry, one of artillery and 
twelve companies of coast artillery. 
The general staff has reduced this to 


three regiments of infantry, one squad- 
ron of cavalry, one battalion of field 
artillery and §Welve companies of coast 


artillery.

BEFORE THE HOUSE 


Washington, April 9%9.—With every 
prospect of a long and spirited debate, 
the house today began consideration 
of the postoffice appropriation bill, 
carrying $259,827,749, provisions for a 
rural parcels post, steel mail cars aft- 
er 1917, an eight-hour day for clerks 
and carriers in first and second class 
officem ‘increases in pay for rural car- 
riers ,and other hard-fought reforms. 

Interest centered on the rura} par- 
ceils post provision and Chairman 
Moon freely admitted it was the open- 
ing wedge and an experiment.
